Tum Foreign Settlement of Shanghai 
has had a good many supererogatory 
titles jn its brief existence of some 
fifty-six and a-half years. Early in 
its history some appreciative person 
called it the Model Settlement, and 
this:is a title that it has been anxious 
to live up to and has been proud of, 
as it has always been proud of the | 
fact that until the present war in 
South Africa, its volunteer corps was 
the only British corps that had ac- 
tually been under fire. Some thirty

then First Lord of the Admiralty, 
the report of some evil-minded nai 
officer, characterised it in the House 
of Lords as a sink of iniquity, and the 
name stuck to us for a little while. 
‘Che late Mr. Henry Meller christen- 
ed a race pony Sink of Iniquity, 
and the Duke of Edinburgh, who was 
on a visit here at the time, caused 
great amusement by drawing the 
Sink in a sweep.

Now, 
take this message to your General, ‘Tell 
him we want to fight out this quarrel ina 
Christian way ; that it should be clearly 
understood between us what is to be done 
after a fight, and during the war. But 
there must be reciprocity. Ask him to send 
me a list of those of our people who are in 
his hands, ‘Their relations and friends 
want to know whether they ar 
dead, I myself will at all times gi 
fullest information of those we hn 
longing to you. ‘That he may count upon, 
As J give up your wounded he should give 
up ours, You can now carry away the 
wounded and bury the dead: There are 
also six wounded who are prisoners in my 
hospital down there. ‘They can also be 
taken away, or I will give an order that 
one of our ambulances convey them to any 
‘ace decided on by your medical authori- 
ties. ‘There is with us in hospital a wound- 
ed suporior officer. He is not to be ro- 
moved. I will decide about him Inter on.’ 
After shaking hands with the General and 
his secretary, and thanking the former for 
the permission he hnd granted, I with- 
drow.

THE AMERICAN ASSOCIATION 
OF CHINA. 





11th April 
Tue American Association of China 
published last month its first annnal 
report, and so united in every way 
in China ate the two grent. English- 
speaking nations, that this report 
is almost of as much interest to onr 
English as to our American readers. 
In the course of its brief career the 
American Association has done a 
great deal of good work, its attention 
having been given, in the words of 
the report, to such matters as the 
Customs Statistics, Settlement 
tension, the Open Door, and 
Isthmian Canal.  As_ re; 
Open Door, which it is hoped the 
U. S. Secretary of State, Mr. John 
Hay, has sueceeded in fixing open, 
the report says: “Especially gratify- 
ing is the fact that, in the face 
of what was apparently a forlorn 
hope, the corumittee repeatedly and 
strenuously agitated the ynestion 
of the Open Door in — Chi 
by commninication and 
directly and indirectly. 
resolutions were forwarded to the 
State Department and to the Presi 

dent, as well as to our kindred Asso- 
ciation in New York: while talented 
speakers, provided with letters and 
credentials from this body, have 
addressed the Chambers of Commerce 
of New York and other large cities 
on this subject. All of this has not 
been without its influence, and the 
satisfactory outcome is as pleasing to 
the members of this body >» as ibis

satisfactory to all who are the reci- 
pients of its benefits. Too much 
Appreciation cannot be manifested for 
this feat of American diplomacy, 
which will not only safeguard the 
perpetuity of our missionary and 
commercial institutions throughout 
the empire, but ensures the stability 
of all our various enterprises.” 

One of the most prominent  in- 
cidents in the history of the Asso 
tion for the year was the discussion 
in December last as to the necessity 
for and value of acanal to join the 
Atlantic and Pacific Oceans. A full 
report of the proceedings at the 
discussion appears in this annual 
report and has been forwarded to the 
Commission at Washington, and, as 
this report says: Public opinion’ on 
the canal question has crystallised 
rapidly since Philippine matters have 
brought Asiatic countries more pro- 
minently before our people, and with- 
in a few weeks we may expect the 
telegraph to announce the inaugura- 










































tion by Congress of this grand 
scheme.” 

The meeting on the Isthmian 
Canal was held on the 22nd of 
December last, and the chair was 
taken by the Rev. F. L. s Putt, 








who mentioned that it was the first 
public meeting of the Association, 
and heartily welcomed the English 
who were present at it. He menti- 
oned the objects of the Association, 
showed how readily it had been taken 
up by the Americans in Shanghai, 
and then called upon the Secretary to 
introduce the subject before the 
meeting. Mr. Lyman then gave a 
short historical sketch of the ca 
movement from the time of the 
carly Egyptians, pointing out how the 
Chinese of old had realised the ad- 
vantages of artificial waterways, as is 
evidenced by the marvellous and in- 
valuable network of canals in China. 
He referred brietly to the Suez Ca 
and to the Panama Canal, of which 
only two-fifths have been completed 
in twenty years, after an ex- 
penditure of twenty-five millions 
He mentioned the superi- 
ority of the Nicaragua route, and 
wound up by saying: “ When this 
great work ‘shall have been accom- 
plished—and_ we may await its con- 
summation in full confidence—we 
I] witness the most beneficial 
influences upon our trade with the 
nations of the earth: and let us 
hope that at the same time we shall 
see the rejuvenation of our once 
powerfil merchant fleet, throwing to 
the breezes from thousands of mast- 
heads and in every clime the folds 
of that graceful emblem, the ever 
xpanding Stars and Stripes.” 
US. Consul-General Goodnow fol- 
lowed with a long and very interest- 
{ ing address on the commercial value 
of the proposed canal to the trade 
between the United States and 
China. He showed the saving in 
! distance that would be achieved be- 
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tween the Atlantic coast ports and 
Shanghai, and particularly from the 
ports in the Southern States, where 
the greater part of the American 
cottons consumed in China are pr 
duced. He mentioned incidentally 
that the north of China is much more 
important to the United States than 
the Yangtze Valley; and he concluded 
by saying: “The great trade of the 
future is in the Pacific. The oppor- 

ity is ours if we seize it. The 
Isthmian Canal makes our whole 
coast cast_and west border on the 
Pacific. The Mississipi River, the 
great waterway to the interior of the 
Continent, will empty its mighty 
volume of trade into the Pacific. I see 
no factor so potent as the Isthmian 
Canal to give us the Pacifie Ocean 
trade with’ its magnificent present 
and boundless possibilities.” The 
only criticism we would make on 
Mz. Goodnow’s address is that the 
Canal is not likely to be of much 
more use to sailing vessels than the 
Suez Canal is, Its western end will 
be in a region of almost constant 
calms, the ordinary sailing vessel 
routes lying far outside it. 

Captain G. A. Bicknell, U.S. N., 
commanding the U.S. S. Monoeuey, 
next spoke on the strategic value 
of the Canal. For fifty. years naval 
officers have been wing its con- 
struction, realising the disadvantage 
of having to defend two coasts se- 
ye ted by the long voyage round the 

‘orn, He pointed out that univer 
peace was as far off as ever: 
has been the habit of the U 
States: that what peace the United 
States has enjoyed has been secured 














































by the respect of other nations for her 
fighting powers: and that the U. 
Navy has always desired the Canal 





in order that it might arrive more 
quickly wherever its duty called it.

of the Reform party by the Empress 
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Dowager: the feasibility of securing 
a Parcels Post system between this 
country and the United States. It 
strikes a member of the China As- 
sociation as curious that in the whole 
of this report there is not a word of 
criticism of the State Department 
or of the U. S. Legation at Peking.

‘The profits of this trate gave 
them their wealth, so that they could build, 
and again and ay hly repair their 
rery handsome synagogue in the capital of 
China. Native Chinese Jews are still in 
the sill trade between one city and another 
in China, While the Russian trade lasted, 
like the Mahommedans, they would also 
take part in the drug trade, in the ownec- 
ship of baggage animals, in the trade in 
precious stones, in the precious metals, in 
iron ware, in arms offeusive and defensive, 
and in China ware. 

In the Ming dynasty they were rich and 

intained the knowledge of Hebresr, to 




































assiduous attention in their youth, ‘The 
cause of their decline in wealth would be 
the diversion of the silk and drug trade to 
the Indian Ocean and the China Sea. It 
was during the Ming dynasty that this grent 
change took place, and it was then that 
their prosperity began to show signs of 
falling off. During the Ming dynasty the 
Jers of Ningpo on one occasion gave two 
copies of the Pentateuch to the Kaifonyfou 
Jews in the interval between 1457 and 
1465. The copies of the Pentateuch, 
thirteen in number, which existed at the 
time when the Catholic Missionaries visited 
the synagogue, are not likely be’ to all of 
the same age, nor is it probable that they 
are merely selected in order to have one 
for each trihe of ancient Israel and one 
more for Moses. They are, we must 
believe, those remaining after the destrne- 
tive inundation of 1612, added to by 
friendly gifts, and by the penmanship of 
the Rabbi, who iu each succeeding yenera- 
tion taught and wrote Hebrew in the 
synagogue. It was about forty years ago 
that the Jews themselves, pressed by geow- 
ing poverty, destroyed their synagogue.

AN ANTICIPATED REBELLK 


Avvery prevalent idea exists among the 
natives here that there will be a rebellion 
during the year, if for no other reason than 
because the intescalary month is the eighth 
month. The people are evidently preparing 
against it. In the hill districts at every few 
ii are to be found walled enclosures, some as 
Jnrgo as a mado city, situated on the tops of 
the highest hills. These have not been 
used since the Taiping rebellion; but now 
in view of the reballion expected’ this year, 
money for repairs is being collected, and 
breaches in the walls are being repaired, so 
that the villages concerned may have a safe 
place of retreat from the rebels, Besides 
this, in various parts of the prefecture men 
are ‘enrolling themselves xs members of an 
army under the local gentry, who pledge 
themselves to resist, drive off, or exterminate 
the rebels at all costs, A short time since 
an army of about 10,000 assembled in the 
country, made their way to this city, march- 
ed throu:h the principal streets and then to 
the parade ground. Here the fisien inspect- 


























Jed them, after which the leaders foisted 
| while the rank and file quietly dispersed to 


their homes. Everything passed off quietly 
aud satisfactorily with the exception of

At day-break a landing was made, 
and Captain Jones sent ashore awnings 
with which a tent was,made: siguals of 
distress were shown, but from the peculine 
position of the vessel they were extremely 
unlikely to be seen by vessels passing to the 
southward 3 or 4 miles distant. Only one 
such ship did pass, and she did not see the 
Tokio Maru. Meanwhile the second officer, 
Mr. Staats, had saited for Tengchoufu_in 
‘Hope Sound, in one of the ship's boats. Ho 
made it in due course, and informed the 
Chefoo agent of the nccident by telegraph. 
Help was at once sont, but as it did not 
arrive till late, Stmday night was 
spent on the Island, ‘hess. Zungchow on 
her way from Taku to Chefoo saw the night 
signals of distress, and Captain Hughes lay 
to for five or six hours; but resumed hi 
voyage next morning on seeing a sister ship 
close by. 

The passengers spenk highly of the con- 
duct of the officers and the Japanese sailors, 
but the reports of the behaviour of the 
stewards are far from satisfactory. Some of 
these fellows partially looted the cabina, 
stole money, tried to monopolise the biscuits 
and bread, were rude and insolent aud look- 
ed exclusively after their unprecious selves, 
‘The two European ladies on board, and the 
Tapanese lady passengers, all behuved nd- 
mirably; the three little children of Mr, 
Hancock seemed to regard the whole thing 
as a fine picnic. Capt. Jones and the 
officers got invaluable aid from De. Morrison 
and the Rev. F, Norris, the male European 
passengers. Me. Norris’ linguistic services 
were indispensable in getting supplies and 
courteous treatment from the natives of the 
island, who did the right thing throughout, 

It is generally believed here that the 
vessel will become a total wreck. Still, the 
salvage of the Sultan two years ago was such 
an encouraging success that if the Insurance 
people determine to sell her as she lies, the 
officers of the Taku Tug and Lighter Com- 
pany may attempt the job. 






































THE PEIHO IMPROVEMENT WORKS 
at Chingehiik’o, just above ‘Lientsin city,

SPRING RUMOURS. 

Old residents in igtze valley have 
asserted that the spring ix a time of disturb- 
ance in China. It is the proper time for 
rumours, unrest and too ofton, alas! for riot. 
‘This year is not likely to prove an exception 
to the rule as fur as rumours are concerned. 

‘On Monday night about ten o'clock the 
Hunkow Taotai sent a telegram to the 
Viceroy saying that there were three thou- 
sand secret society rebels in Hunkow. 
Whether He rebels were supposed to have 
just artived or had suldenly been converted 
from the ranks of law-abiding citizens we 
fare not mformed. However, the Viceroy was 
equal to tho emergency. “Orders were at 
‘once sent out to the various camps, and all 
night long the soldiers. were kept busy 
patrolling the streets. Doubtless awed by 
this commendable vigilance no rebels are 
Known to have crossed the Yangtze. Must 
of the three thousand are still at large, but 
we hear that two Kolao Hui men have been 
arrested. 

In Hankow, as is often the case, our 
friends have been made anxious on one 
account, whilst we for the most part went 
‘on in peaceful ignorance of the stories circu- 
Inting around us. It is snid, however, that 
the Roman Catholic Sisters retired ‘from 
Wuchang to Hankow for snfoty’s sake, but 
wo are not sure whether this was really the 
case. 




































‘THE IMPERIAL VICTIM. 

We have already written about the execu- 
tion of the supposed Emperor. When he 
was alive he was generally believed to be 
the Emperor, now he is executed the people 
say that even if he was not the Emperor he 
ought not to have been put to death, for he 
had committed no crime. He had not even 
anid that he was the Emperor, but only that 





Weng T'ung-ho was his tutor, that the 
Emperor's mother was his mother, and so on, 


It was only such malevolent officials as the 
Chianghsia magistrate who made him 
responsible for imperial claims. When they 
asked him who he was he did not reply, 
but if they said: “Are you Emperor?” he 
would politely reply: “Since you say so, I 
am the Emperor.” If asked: “Are you 
Kang Yii-wei's brother?” the answer was: 
“Since you say so I am Kang Yii-wei's 
brother.” Whoever he was, his career on 
earth is ended, though the latest rumour is 
that he was not executed at afl, but someone 
was gaod enough to be executed in his 
place! 

Although he never said plainly that he 
was the Emperor, he wrote a letter to a high 
oft Shanghai begging his help and 
stating plainly that he was the “Emperor. 
‘This letter he was wise enough to leave un- 
sealed, s0 28 to enable the post office clerk 
to read it. There is a report that a number 
of elegantly dressed men were found at the 
gate of the Viceroy’s yamin crying out: 
“Why have yon done away with our 
Sovereign?” When the Viceroy heard he 
naturally sent soldiers to request the ele- 
gantly dressed gentlemen to go away. Such 
Stories are of course childish, but they are 
believed in by most of the people.

The 
Hghting appears to give wniversil satis 
dis much in advance of the 
old style, and my Directors wish me to 
sugzest to the Coitneil, that an extension 
of the system to the’ present ea--lighted 
portion of the Settlements would he desirable, 
Were this done th» increase in the amount of 
erable that the , 
small inevitable increase in expenditnre would 
bear no comparison to the benefit obtained. 
‘The number of common gas lamps at present 
lighting is 445. ‘These give an estimated 
light of 5,000 candles at an annual cost of 
$15,333 or Tis. 11,193. We would suggest 
the conversion of these lamps to the Incandes- 
ceut system by putting into the existing 
lanterns “*C” butners giving a light of GU 
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cp. per hour each. The increased candle 
power would be 21,700, viz. -— 
445 Common Lamps ....- 5,000 candles.

Should the Council desire to adopt the 
proposal, this company is prepared to provide 
and instal the Incandescent burners require: 
for theso 445 lamps at its own cost, and would 








ropose to charge the Council at. the rate of 





$42.50 per lamp per annum for lighting, 
cleaning and maintaining the same against 
ordinary wear and tear, ‘Phe cost wold thus 
be $18,912.50 against $15,333 now paid or an 
increased power of 21,700 candles against an 
increased annual cost’ of $3,379 or say Tis. 
2,613. In consideration of the company in- 
stalling the burners at its own expense, a 
coutract for five years would have to be asked 
for. Should this proposal be accepted the 
Gas Company wouid immediately order the 
necessary material, and would expect to have 
the alteration: completed by next winter. 

While now suggesting ‘this improvement 
only where gas is ulready used, the Directors 
of the Gas Company consider it not inoppor- 
tune to present to the Council certain further 
considerations concerning Incandescent gas 
lighting as applicable to such extended use in 
these Settlements as it is gaining in large 
towns in England and elsewhere. 

‘The desideratum of efficient street lighting 
being an equally diffused illumination over 
all parts of the carriage way and footwalk 
it is obviously only possible to obtain this 
by means of considerable number of small 
centres of illumination in contradistinetion 
to a small nunber of centres of illumination 
of high brillianey. ‘The fault of this latter 
system, exemplified by electric wre lighting 
is that in walking or driving aloog the 
roadway one pisses alternately from glaring 
brightness to scmi-darkuess und, a8 oces- 
sionally happens should an are’ lamp be 
momentarily extinguished, a very long length 
of roadway is plunged into absolute darkness. 
Tt has accordingly been found tixt the Inean- 
descent systent of gas lighting gives all the 
advantages of equal diffusion of light, with 
less liability to derangement aud at a less 
cot than electri are lighting. 

‘Phat the advantages of the Incandescent 
gas lighting system are fully appreciated by 
the Corporations in England and elsewhero is,

‘The number of electric arc lamps at pre- 
sent in use on the roads of the Settlements is 
142, giving an estimated candle power of 
71,000, costing ‘Tis, 35,500 per annum. For 
these are lamps the company would propuse 
to substitute 450 lamps of 60 candle-power 
cach, 82 lamps of 12) caodle-power each, 
giving a total distributed illumination of 
HG,S40 candle power. ‘These lamps would be 
pliced 30 yards apart and fitted with 60 
candle-power burners as against 70 yards 
apart and 40 candle-power burners on the 
Bubbling Well and other roads at present.

‘THE FAMINE IN INDIA. 


To the Editor of the 
* Norru-Carxa Dany News.” 
‘Sm,—Your correspondont in Indin has 
referred more thin onee to the famine in 
India, May I supplement what ho has 
said by some extracts from letters from 
Presidency?

ved, pitiful-looking baby. But it is 
time of want and scarcity. and even this 
precarious help had been denied, as. tho 
mothers could hardly feed their own child- 
ren. And Daniel stood- before us, not 
Knowing what to do with the poor mother- 
less child. Needless to add it will be 
cared for till the famine ix passed, but 
what of the thousands of other babes in 
this time of famine? 
My brother, the Rev. A. C. Clayton,

that the time of hardship has begun. A few 
days ago I journeyed through the most 
westerly patts of the cireuit,—Tirutani, 
Tiruppor, and the adjacent villazes,—and 1 
saw with my own eyes that my fellow-work- - 
Jers around her bad not exaggerated the 
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sate of this part of the country. Every- 
where, white and dry under the pitiless sun, 
are long, bare stretches of fields, which ought 
to be covered with rice or rdyi. ‘The land 
ploughed and sown at the first burst 
of the rains, but no more rain followed, 
and now there are but a few weeds where 
the harvest should be. Lsaw the big tank 
at Krishnapuram that should be fall of 
ater lying empty. Itisoaly here and there 
where Wells have been dug that any erops 
have been reaped, or that any crop can be 
expected in the next months. As I march- 
ed oversome hizh ground, Icould see over 
many miles of the country. Where the 
wells were, there were little patches of 
three or four acres of brilliant yreem, show- 
ing that a little erop was coming up; but 
these patches were far apart. The rest of 
the land was given up to goats and cattle. 
‘The people whe came to our services came 

Every service ended in an 
experi ing, and an experience 
niveting of the saddest imaginable sort. 
‘We have no work; and we have no food.’ 
‘I Nave had no meal for three days.’ 
+The only food that T have had to-day 
is a couple of handfuls of ground-nuts,’ 
amd so on, Tt was hearthrenking—und it 
reas tne. I fond that mony of these 
peaple literally had had no mec for treo 
or three days.

tions of Captain Moore, 
R.N., however, did not bring to light any 
facts Supporting such a theory, and the pro- 
Uability is that if the best September bere 
last year fell short of being a record bore, 
the failure arose from accidentai cireum- 
stances not likely to occur again. 

The high tide to which I drew attention 
last year undoubtedly did occur, and there 
is every probability of the September tides 

Lthis year being equally high, some of the 
elements being indeed more faveurable on 
this occasion than on thelast. If one has 
to select asingle bore, probably the bore 
occurring soon after midnight between the 
10th and 11th September will be the best, 
but the best bore I have ever seen was the 
first bore occurring after full moon, which on 
this occasion will be the bore of the night 
between the 9thand 10th September. ‘The 
roar of this bore should be heard about 
11.30 p.m, on the 9th, and it should pass 
Maining about 20 minutes after midnizht, 
the moon being full and on the meridian, 
‘The day bore on the 10th will pass between 
half-past 12 and a-quarter to one, and the 
night bore about one o’clock on the morning 
of the 11th. ‘The bore of the 11th and the 
night between the 1th and 12th should 
also be good, but I would strongly advise 
anyone wishing to see the phenomenon to 
beat Haining on the eveuing of the 9th 
September. The next best bores will be 
those about the 9th of October. 

OF course, there are bores to be seen at 
every spring tide. ‘There will be one about 
midnight between the lath and 16th April, 
and others probably a little higher 12 
and 25 hours afterwards, but this series 
will consist of very low bores. ‘The bore 
of the 30th April may be ftir but as that 
series occurs at new moon the night bores 
cannot be seen, and generally the bores 
from now till September promise to be 
under the average, trip, however, is

Lord Salisbury and those in office under 
him because, either from apathy, ignorance 
‘or cussedness, they fail to lake advantage 
of the splendid opportunities which good 
old China, at the instigation of a paternal 
British Government, so freely places in 
their way. They areall ** wicked servants,” 
but the blame is not jus 

Concessions are of various sorts. Thero 
are railway coucdssions, mining conces- 
sions, inland navigation’ concessions, con- 
cessions of new ports, etc., ete, With 
regard to the great majority of theso, it 
may be truthfully said that no substantial 
rogress is being made in the way of turn- 
them to good account, Whose is the 
fault? With all deference to their various 
Excellencies, foreign and native, I venture 
to assert it is not the merchant's. In proof 
of this I would adduce the case of the grent 
concession of the opening of Hunan to 
foreign commerce by means of the new 
port at Chenglin. This is dealt with in the 
Daily News of March 29th, where wo 
read :—* What is in many Tespecis the 
finest province in China, inhabited by some 
twenty millions of the best men in China, 
is now practically thrown open, and it 
remains for foreign merchants to take every 
advantage they ean of the opportunity. If 
a large trade does not soon spring up with 
Hunan, it will be the fault of the want of 
enterprise on the part of foreigners.” 

Now the port of Chenglin has been open 
for four months, and yet not a single 
foreign merchant has settled there. The Im- 
perial Customs have collected no money, 
and although foreign steamers pass it on 
the way to Ichung almost every other day, 
it is quite the exception for them to take 
the trouble to call in, and why? The 
fault of want of enterprise on the part of 
foreigners? By no meaus. 

Suppose that a merchant, anxious to 
push trade in Hunan, setsup at Chenglin, his 
first enquiry, whether he wishes to buy or 
sell, would be where are the customers? It is 
only a little town with few inhabitants, and 
those of the poorer class. Were every sparo 
cash they possess to pass into the merchant's 
pocket the total sum would not pay his 
running expenses. As to buying: there 
is nothing to be found for sale save a few 
piculs of rice, and the ordinary domestic 
utensils used in the cooking and eating of 
it. But perhaps traders will come from the 
interior? Perhaps they will, but perhaps 
also, and moro, ly, they will continue 
their journey down river to the larger 
market of Hankow, as they have hitherto 
been accustomed to do. At all events, to 
stand patiently on the banks of the Yang. 









































(ze, day after day, like a fishing egret on

leg, in the hope that an occasional 
now may come in his way, is not the 
ind of enterprise the British merchant 
cares for, and those who expect him to do 
it will be disappointed. 

But perhaps the merchant will be able 
to travel from Chenglin and trade in tho 
great cities in the interior of the province? 
In that case Chenglin would be ageless, as 
the travelling could boequally welldonefrom 
Hankow, or any other point. Asa matter 
of fact, however, this method is rot at 
present feasible, and if it were, it would 
not be permitted by the authorities, as 
being against the treaty, and entirely with- 
out excuse now that'a Hunan port has 
been specially provided for the purpose of 
foreign trading. 

Lastly, there is the question of Chenglin 
as a transhipment depst. ‘To quote 
again from the Daily News :—Tho natural 
course would seem to be that the new port 
of Chenglin, or Yochow as it is officially 
called, should be the depdt.from which 
large, light-draught steamers should run 
with passengers and goods up the Siang 
river. A likin station has been established. 
within a hundred yards of the Custom 
House at Chenglin, and goods have only 
to be cleared at that station to be free 
from any stoppage or exaction of any kind 














to beyond Siangtan. This is a very notable 
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concession, and shows the liberal spirit in 
which the Hunan authorities have met the 
establishment of an open port at Cheng 
A notable concession indeed! ‘The likin 
station spoken of is au old-established 
institution, and native boats clearing there 
have exactly the same privileges as are 
said to belong to the foreigu steamer. ‘The 
fact is, the trade of Hunan has not yet 
been strangled by an thfinite number of 
Tikin. stations, as is the rule in other 
provinces, Once a native boat has cleared 
at the main likin station at the entrance 
of the provinee—in this cvse at Chenzlin— 
it is free till arrival at destination. Under 
these conditions shippers are no! likely 
to pay foreign custonis charges plus for 
eign steamer freizht, and then pass. the 
native likin station when, subject only to 
a little longer time on the rond, goods ean 
ward by native boat, and pass the 
in only. 
But the whole question is altogether too 
lous for argument. ‘The mere fact 
that the merchants refuse to yo near the 
place is sufficient to condemn the whole 
scheme. As well say that it is want of, 
enterprise which prevents the bes from 
juthering honey from certain flowers, or 
the hog from ronting in the patch where 
there are no potatoes, as give this as the 













































reason why merchants disregard new 
openings, ‘ho commercial instinct for a 


profitable teade is as strong as ever it was, 
‘md if any place or trade is neglected we 
may be sure there aro good and sullicient 
reasons for i 
For the informatien of Mr. Brodrick, 
it is worth while to consider another case. 
Some time ago China conceded to forei; 
ers the right of steam navigation on the 
inland waters, Great things were expect- 
ed from that, Waterways ar ically 
ready-made railways, and the vision of 
small steamers, deeply Inden with foreign 
goods, ploughing their way up all the 
multitudinous rivers and canals, ghid- 
donod the heart of the depressed foreiz 
trader. ‘There hae been time enough now 
to allow of substantial progress being made, 
such as Chinn is justified in req but 
here again ‘the luck of enterprise on the 
pirt of foreign merchants” has defeated 
ho end of governmental good intentions. 
‘hese central provinces are bountifully 
supplied with waterways, and these again 
with large aud opulent cities standing on 
their hanks, whose streets are blocked with 
Dales of goods crying out to the foreign 
steamer: "Como aud tike me.” But, 
never comes, ‘There is not a single foreign 
steamer to by found plying on these inland 
waters, ‘Lhe few there are are under the 
mative flag, and strictly confined to the 
passenger trade. Further, ib is only those

But again Wu and Liu 
opposed him, carrying the case from court. to 
court, until at last they obtained an Imperial 
decree in their favour. 

In later times, say, ton years or so since, 
the Chefoo Taotai, P‘an, de'ermined to 
establish a custom house for the collection 
of likin at Weihaiwei. The deputies 
sent to establish it met with such opposi- 
tion from the people that they returned to 
Chefoo unsuccessful. Not to be baulked 
Ptan Tactai came himself, only to be sur- 
rounded and detained until he gave satis- 
factory pledges not to renew the attempt, 

More recently still, after the Japaneso 
had taken Weihaiwei, and before. their 
own barrack accommodation was ready for 
them, the soldiers were quartered on the 
people.

purchased rifles of a more or less harmless 
type. 

‘There is much indignation among the 
people, particularly at the arrest of the 
supposed ringleaders, the more guilty of 
whom it is to be feared are still nt large. 

Pity is not the only feel'ng proper to- 
ward these people. We cannot withhold 
our respect. In their own ignorant, 
futile, pitinble way they aro prepared 
to fight for what they conceive to be 
liberty, and after all liberty is only 
what % people conceive it be. ‘That 
the British authorities havo no inten 
cither of inerensing the taxes or of imposing 
new ones is neither hiere nor there. ‘They 
have never stated, simply and implicitly, 
that there was no ground Tor apprehension, 
Thad a few words to this eflvct heen inserted

tion of the responsibilities of government, 
it is hardly conceivable that the present 
deplorable condition of affairs could have 
come about. Again and again the villagers 
have stated that i wnt government 
but give the word they will cheerfully re- 
cognise the British, ‘but not otherwise. 
Who can blame them? Who ean do other 
than recognise and respect their patrio 
and their courage? Foolish if you like, 
but so has every weak man been who op 
posed a strong one. Yet had tho weak 
always been wise what a different story 
history wou'd have to tell, and under what 
tyranny would the world groan to-day ? 

‘An invitation tom durbar on April 2nd 
hay been sent to the village headmen 
around. Few are sanguine ns to its success. 
After all the British ean only reiterate that 
by treaty the territory is theirs to adminis- 
ter, and until the Chinese Government 
speaks in. plain unmistakable terms the 
British will be set down as liars. And until 
they secure copies of the official registers 
they will not lind it practicable either to 
levy taxes orto administer justice. 

Th conclusion, the attitude of the people 
here is symptomatic. It is not well to set 
down as insane the hope Ure Chinese are 
said to entertain, nationally, of rid 
themselves at a stroke of the foreign in- 
cubus. Twelve months ago the well-in- 
formed told us the threat of armed resist- 
ance by the Boers was insane. Insane it may 
be, but if the idea takes hold of the nation

But China has concluded that Ger- 
many bluffing her, and met weakly, sue- 
ceeded; whereas Italy bluffing her, and 
met boldly, failed. Hence the disgrace, 
exile, or murder of the men who seemed 
best ‘fitted to help the country in its hour 
of need ; hence the promstion awarded to 
Li Ping-héng; hence the Boxers; hence the 
insane idea, nowhere more firmly fixed than 
in the mind of the Joubert of China, Tung 
Fuchsiang, to whom the task would fall 
and who’ would assume it sladly, that 
the foreigner may be driven from the 
land. Among x» people isolated as no 
other considerable population is isolated, 
where education is but a misnomer for the 
ingraining of ignorance and conceit, where 
the natural leaders are oblivious’ of the 
simplest factors of international life, too 
much must not be expected from national 
sanity.

‘THE ELYSER, 

The Palace of the ww is the town re- 
sidence of the President of the Republic ; 
it is not one of the finest of the palaces, 
but it is a handsome building, and is splen- 
didly furnished and decorated. — Special 
permission is required in order to see the 
AXysdée. It was originally built at the be- 
ginning of tie eighteenth century, for the 
Count of Evreux, but it was alte 
onlar; ‘When Madame de Pomp 
inhabited the palace and, later on, th 
Duchess of Bourbon, from which Princes 
it took the name of Elysée Bourbon, as it 
took the name of Klysée Napoleon from 
the Emperor Napoleon ILI, who livedthere ; 
so did his famous uncle, Napoleon the 
First. The Blysée stands in the Rue 
du Faubourg St. Honoré, aud the 
gardens Iehind it stretch away to the 
Champs Elysces. 

Close to the Elysée, also in the Rue du

In describing the principal Paris palaces, 
we will first visit those on the right or 
north bank of the Seine, aud then those 
on the left.

Tue following brief account of the 
recent cause célébre nb New York, the 
Molineux ease, from the London Letler of 
the 16th ult., will be found interesting -— 

Tn December, 1898, Mr. Harry Cornish, 
Physical Director of the Kuickerbocker 
Atiletic Club, received from an 
sender « Christmas present consisting of 
a silver match-holder, containing what 
purported to be a headache powsler. He 
gave the latter to his aunt, Mes, Catheri 
J. Adams, who died shortly after taking 
it, During the investization that followed, 
it transpired that Mr. Harry Barnet, 
another leading member of the Knicker: 
bocker Club, had previously received a 
imilar powder in the same mysterious 
way, had taken it, and had died. At the 
coroner's inquest in came out that Mr. 
Roland B, Molineux, a member of the 
same club and «son of Geveral Molineux, 
’ manufacturing chemist ina lange way of 
business, entertained feelings of enmity 
ayainst Cornish and Barnet, It was also 
discovered thac he rented several letter 
Boxes under assumed names, and had hut 
A somewhat suspicious correspondence with 
soveral patent medicine firms. Molineux 
was accordingly arrested ; but it was not 
until three grand juries’ had considered 
his case that he was committed for trivl 
‘The balunce of public opinion was strongly 
in favour of the view that the prisoner was 
innocent. It took two weeks to empanel 
the jury, and three months to. bring the 
trial'to'a conclusion, In addition to the 
circumstantial evidence alluded to above, 
the only direct evidence was the testi- 
mony of the handwriting experts, who 
swore that the writing on tho Coraish 
wrapper was in Molineux’s hand. Other 
exports, however, dissented from this view, 
but for some reason oc other were not put 
in the box by prisoner's counsel. Tho 
jury finally, after cight, hours’ deliberati 
rotuened w verdict of guilty at eleven 
o'clock on Saturday night, aud sentence is 
ty be pronounced tu-day. "Execution will, 
however, be stayed until after the result 
+f the appeal to the higher court which has 
been lodyed on Molineux’s behalf. The 
verdict, appears to have been received with 
astonishment ; aud Molineux was loudly 
cheered by the crowd on the cond between 
the court-house and the ‘Lombs Prison.
